burning at an early hour 'this morning 
of-this building, together with a large 
part of its valuable contents. 


Shortly after ^neo'^bck this-morn- 


ing ;as M.essrsv Clay. Yah Voorhis and 
Rob;ert-^Sond -were returning to Gran- 


, vilte from Newark, where they had 


been in'attendancerat a"dance, they 
discovered flames... issuing, from the 
northwest corner of BarneyV Science 
Hall. .Although they, were fully.half a 
mile from town when they discovered 
the;;flr^_tT»ey..spon_reached.the village 
and turned in th« alarm. 


It was some time, however, before a 


sufficient number of the members of 
-the volunteer fire departmnt could be 
rounded up to man the nose reel, and 
by the time-the firemen had arrived-on 
the scene, the firedbad gained- consid- 
erable headway, the entire upper floor 
of the west wing of the building'being 
im 
flames. 


When tbe hose was first attached to 


the water plugs it at once became-ap- 
parent that the building was doomed, 
aS the .water pressure was so light that 


. a stream of water thrown on the build- 


ing did not reach the second floor. 


The flames steadily ate their way 
/ through tne building, notwithstanding 
/the heroic efforts that were made to 


prevent the spread of the fire, and 
soon the entire structure was a seeth- 
ing mass of dimes, while dense vol- 
umes of black smoke poured out the 
windows of the doomed building, and 
as tbe Sre reached the chemicals fre- 
quent explosions occurred. 


Science Hall was erected about 12 


years ago by Mr. Eugene Barney of 
Dayton. O., as a memorial to his fathsr

The building was one of 
the largest and finest built structures 
for Its parpose in the country.

Denison has been noted for its sci- 


entific work, having one of the most 
complete plants for work in scientific 
lines of any of the colleges as distin- 
guished from the technological schools. 
The prominence and high standing of 
the" scientific work of Denison. univer- 
sity has been due largely to the efforts 
of Dr. Clarence L. Herrick, who was 
twice a member of the faculty of Den- 
ison university; again at the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati ;then president of 
rhe University of New Mexico, where 
ie died a few months ago. 


The work of Prof. A. D. Cole who 


went from Denison University to the 
Physics department of the Ohio State 
University- three years ago, admirably 
supplemented this work, as the build- 
ing had been erected under his careful 
supervision to meet the requirements 
of a science building. 


The work of Dr. Judson C. Herrick 


las made the university noted, both 
n this country and in Europe, especial- 
ly in neurological lines. The Journal 
of the American Society of Geology 
ast year named Denison University as 
one among eight American institutions 
notable for its special scientific work 
n the line of geology. 


Prof. Carner. professor of geology, 


s mourning the loss of his geological 
cabinets. A singular coincidence in 
connection with Prof, earner's loss is 
that his predecessor, Dr. T. L. Watson, 
aad just suffered a complete loss or 
his coJJection at the Virginia Military 
nstitate at Blackshurg, Va. 


One of the most recent endowments 


has been the raising of lunds to pro- 
cure the valuable scientific library of 
he late Prof. C. 1* Herrick. which 
lad been secured and stored in the sci- 
entific library of the university, in this 
building and which was also destroyed.

A prominent diplomat said to- 
day to your correspondent: "I am in- 
formed that the Czar considers he 
would be guilty of criminal folly if he 
did not take the final chance of readr 
justing the far Eastern balance by or- 
dering the Baltic fleets to attempt to 
crush Togo. If Rojestvensky is beaten, 
matters will not be any worse than 
they are how, while if he is victorious 
it would change th'e whole complexion 
of the campaign.

tion was that he has resolved on this 
course. 
His 
resolution, however, 


changes daily, and no one in the world 
least of all, the Czar himself, can pre- 
dict from his views one day what will 
be his attitude the "next."

In the kingdom of Wurtemburg, Ger- 
many, there was a little village by the 
name ot Horheim. 
It 
was located 


near a small stream and about a dis- 
ance of ten or twelve miles from 
Stuttgart. The chief agricultural pur- 
suits of its inhabitants 
were 
fruit 


culture and wine making. Its people 
were a plain, sturdy and industrious 
class, such as only a rural district 
like this can produce. 


On Tuesday, March 5, 1840, there 


was an unusual commotion in this lit 
tie village. In fact it was made a reg- 
ular holiday. A stranger not know- 
ing the reason might well have asked: 
"Why all this bustle?'' 
That sixty- 


one persons, 
mostly 
young people, 


should be going away from their na- 
tive place, full of emotions mingled 
with hopes and anticipations of future 
homes beyond the great deep ocean, 
was not a frequent occurrence. The 
many sleepless nights and 
anxious 


hours that preceded that day and per- 
haps many more that followed, may 
easily be imagined. Misgivings as to 
the luture and anxious concern for 
those left behind must have filled the 
heart of many a one of that little band 
of immigrants on that crisp March 
morning when the sun ushered in the 
day of farewell to their friends and na- 
tive land. Sixty years ago in the day 
of sail navigation, there was a sort 
of superstitious awe connected with 
such an undertaking, fraught with 
more or less real danger not realizec 
under present 
conditions "of 
rapic 


trans-Atlantic steamships. 


The 
attachment 
and 
bands of 


friendship for what was left behind 
was not so strong for one of this com 
pany ,as it was tor most of the others 
as her only living relative and the only 
one for whom she had any great fond 
ness, was a brother a few years her 
senior, who was of the party. The> 
had been left orphans a few years 
previous by the death of father am 
mother, the two children were forced 
to make their home among strangers 
and .the treatment ~they receiv.edi Sir 
ing a period of about five years prev 
ious to this memorable fifth of March 
was anything but such as" to inspire 
love and attachment of country or to 
foster pleasant recollectionss of youth 
ful days. It was especially hard fo: 
the brother who was 
most 
cruelly 


treated, so that anxiety for him was an 
added source of trouble to the faith 
ful sister. 


Wihat the impulses of each Individ 


nal composing that 
company were 


that prompted them to seek homes in 
a strange and foreign land can not be 
recalled if any were known then. Pos 
sibly some friends had made the ven 
ture before and were writing glowing 
accounts of the country of their adop 
tion, and of the freedom and advan 
tages they were enjoying. As a matte 
'of fact, these accounts were usually 
exaggerated and misleading. 
In addi 


tion to these starting from the village 
there were many from the surround 
ing country, which, swelled tbe num 
ber to about one hundred. The meth 
od of transporting household 
affects 


in those days was by wagons am 
their route lay through French terri 
tory by way of Alsace and Loraine to 
Havre, the seaport from which th 
party was to sail. 


The journey to Havre by wagon con 


sumed about twenty days, and was 
naturally tedious and fraught 
with 


many inconveniences. 
The younge 


ones of the passengers were often re- 
quired to walk lor hours. especiall\ 
where the road became rought am 
hilly. Notwithstanding the hardship, 
that such a primitive method of trav- 
el imposes, there were occasions and 
incidents on the route that furnisbei 
their share of cheer and amusemenl 
Much of the sunnyness and good feel 
ing of this journey by land and sea 
was due to a few of the younger pas 
sengers. 
Nearly every 
condition o 


life furnishes examples of those whose 
dispositions under the most trying cir 
cumstances reflect sunshine on the 
pathway of the weary and disponding 
One .in particular, in this p'arty was a 
youth of about twenty summers, witl 
red hair, freckled face, full of prank 
always ready to play a joke or to Jang! 
at anything that offered the lea<=t oc 
casion. kindhearied. sympathetic to a 
fautt, and at all times ready to lend a 
helping hand to any one needing as 
sislance. There is to this day one a 
least, who cherishes his memory an* 
1 


i<; ever thankful for the many kind 
deeds he performed, and the rheerfu 
influence he exerted on those a«sociat 
ed with him on lhat long and tedxvu 
trip to Havre, across the A1lan1io. ait< 
to Ohio. PO many years aco. Of thi 
person the Columbus \Ve«lbote. o 
July, 1J»04. has the following obituary 
"Died in FoMoria, Ohio. Mr. CHristian 
Si«fohri«1 ,on<* of th<> oldest and m 
highly esteemed German pioneer?. >!r 
Siesohnst was born February 16. 1815 
in Horheim, counly seat 
of Vaihinc 


ing. Wnrtembnrg. so that he attained 
the good, ripe age of 88 year 4 months 
and 4 days 
He was one of the old 


hi readers of oiu paper, and until tbe 
week bc-foro hi» death icad it without 
he aid of spectacles." 


As the wagon train proceeded on its 


vay to Havre, the party was generally 
jootted to stop for the night at some 
nn or place calculated on before hand, 
but it often happened that the place 
vas overcrowded and the passengers 
were soon led to understand by the 
motion 
and 
gesticulation 
of 
the 


'rench landlord to pass on. 
In this1 


way they were often obliged to travel 
until far into the night before they 
could find shelter. 
As the weather 


was often quite cold and rough, to find 
edging for so many was one of the 
most important problems of the day. 
On one occasion the party was assign- 


d to a large hall, but when they ar-. 
rived quite iate a dancing party was 
occupying it, who disputed their right 
o it until midnight at least. The tired 
ravelers looked on until approaching 
about the hour of twelve and when 
hey found that no cessation seemed in 
sight some eight or ten of the men 
;ot their blankets and bedding, 'and 
hrew them on the floor among the 
lancers and in that way securing pos- 
session ot the hall to which they were 
entitled. 
' 


Before arriving at Havre quite a 


snow tell which made the remaining 
few days very disagreeable and still 
more irksome than before. Finally on 
March 24th they arrived at the sea- 
port not much the worse for the wear 
and tear of the journey. 


For some reason the ship on which 


the party was to sail did not leave un- 
til Apr. 2, nine days after their arrival. 
The party made good use of the nine 
days' stay in the city, as most of the, 
time was spent in walking about and 
familiarizing 
themselves 
with 
the 


streets and environments. 


The day for their departure finally 


arrived, and about 10 o'clock, Apr. 2, 
they set sail for America. In those 
days each passenger was required to 
furnish a given amount of rations, and 
heads of families, for each person they 
represented. This was based on a lit- 
tle beyond the average voyage, so that 
there would be no likelihood of a 
shortage in the supply. The prepara- 
tion ot meals was done by the passen- 
;ers themselves, who succeeded one 
another'by families, thus prolonging 
meals for several hours each day, and 
the cooking often engendered ill feel- 
ing and confusion in claiming prece- 
dence or right of position. The first 
few days the weat&er was very favora- 
ble, so much so''tnat the captain cal- 
culated that at tne rate of speed they 
were then making two weeks would 
bring them to New York. Alas, on the 
third day 
there' was 
a 
complete 


change 
in 
conditions. 
The wind 


seemed to he blowing from the oppo- 
site direction, and'-the ship was tossed 
hither and thither during that day and 
the following night. The mate gave 
it as his opinion^that they had been 
blown off their course about as much 
as they had gained 
the 
previous 


twenty-four hours. This condition of 
uncertainty of the weather seemed to 
be experienced during almost 
the 


whole voyage, so^ that the time con- 
sumed was about four weeks instead 
of iwo. 


As time went on each day brought 


with it renewed jinxiety and an im- 
patient- longing for glimpses of land 
On the morning of April 30th the word 
went forth that land was in sight, and 
everyone who was not too sea-sick to 
do so came on deck to see for himself. 
Straw ticks were emptied 
of their 


contents, and many things for which 
there seemed to be no further use 
were thrown overboard. 
All made 


preparation for landing 
some 
time 


during the afternoon or evening, but 
as night came on they seemed no 
nearer land than in the morning, and 
those who, in the morning, had con- 
signed their bedding to the 
waves, 


slept as best they could, some on bare 
mattresses. The next morning founc 
a number of the passengers on deck 
bright and early to review their pros 
pects of landing, but they soon return 
ed with sad countenances, saying that 
all signs of land had vanished. On the 
next day, however, the sight of land 
again greeted their eyes, although it 
was not until the following day that 
they were piloted into New York har- 
bor. 


"Then, as now, New York was the ob- 


jective point for many immigrants to 
this country, and not a few had barely 
enough to reach the city. Some hac 
relatives and friends here and had 
planned before hand to look them up 
The greater number of the Horheim 
party, however, were bound for Ohio 
or "the West," as Ohio was then call 
ed. After a stay of about two and a 
half days in New 
York City, 
those 


bound for the West took a steamer for 
Albany, where they remained for a 
day- 
The trip from Albany to Buffalo 


and from Buffalo to Cleveland on Lake 
Erie, was of little moment as now re- 
membered. 
The impression of Cleve- 


land as now recalled, was thai of a 
small town not so large as Newark is 
now. 
From Cleveland to Newark the 


trip was made by a caaaJ boat dra-wn 
by two horses. Here .too. the cooking 
was done by the passengers them 
selves. 


During this whole trip only one 


train of cars was seen ,and that some 
place in New York state, and only 
from a distance. On May 21, 1810. the 
greater number of the original party 
arrived in Newark. 
This, ho-aer 


•was the contemplated destination of 
only a few tamilies. The greater num- 
ber senirrt in Delaware and Delaware 
county, where no doubt some of the 
7no«t influential citizens of that sec- 
tion may be traced. 


The subject of this sketch is Mrs. 


Elizabeth S. Mdz. comer of Oakwowi 
avenue and East 3^ain street. She is 


;i«hty-nine years old and is probably 
one of a few survivor« of those that 
started from that little village in 
3ermany sixty-five years ago.*> 


Mrs. 
Metx has been a resident of 


this city ever since that time and has 
witnessed many a change from that 
time to this. She has vivid recollec- 
tions of her school days and incidents 
connected therewith, and with the old 
parish church, the 
associations of 


which are still dear to her. While she 
can repeat verse after verse from her 
catechism and passage after passage 
'rom her Bible which she learned prior 
to her fourteenth year, she has never 
had any desire to return ^Eo her na- 
jve land. She says the land of her 
adoption is good enough for her. She 
believes in an All-Ruling Providence 
and this conviction 
has but grown 


stronger as she has advanced in age. 


A proper adjustment to our environ- 


ment ought, she believes, to make us 
lappj', and if we are not, the fault 
lies with ourselves.
